the February 6, 1922 report he had prepared other reports on the 
aircraft industry under dates of February 24 and February 28, 1922, 
reporting what he called "obstructions" and which reports had been 
forwarded to the Attorney General. Seaife further testified that on 
or about March 26, he went personally to the Attorney General, had 
called hie attention to hie February 6, 94 and March 16, 1922 repor ti 
and according to the testimony, the Attorney General had told Seaife 
that he had read those reports.

The text of the wire signed by Alan Max, Managing 
Editor follows: 'Attorney General UcGranery, Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C. During past /ey months a number of Daily Worker 
including Abner iTr^erryj our Negro Affairs Editor, 
vin, our Assistant Business Manager, have been /V > y 
uoouotcu uuu Harassed by agents of the FBI. In some cases our 
staff members have been repeatedly accosted by agents who made 
it clear that an attempt was being made to recruit stool pigeons 
and to frighten people into leaving the paper. In several cases 
the activity of the FBI Agents was of such a character as to 
impress friends and neighbors of their victims that a job on our 
newspaper carried with it the taint of criminality .
